With "Transadiuitic Bardlets" a* his 


headline, a writer in tho London Satur- 
day flcriow prefaces some rather savage 
criticism of sevcrul hooks of vene recent- 
ly pnblished iu America with the fol- 
lowing lively remarks :

la Ctajf From Urine ModeU. 


Heeded M Worth «t Bepalt*. 
"Come down here, Sweet Marie, and 


let mo unlaoe yon." A customer in one 
of the Sixth avenue shops waa startled 
by tho above remark, and taming saw 
one of tho clerks removing a dainty 
black corset from the wax bast thai 
Itands all day in the shop window look- 
ing out at tbo passengers ou tho elevat- 
ed road. 


The clerk explained that she and the 


other girls in that department had given 
names to each of these waxen figures. 
"They seem almost alive to OB," sold 
•ho. 


Most of tho wax figures used for this 


Varposo are no longer imported, bnt an 
made in this city. The manufacture! 
haa his workrooms in Ciiaal street. 


A reporter who visited the place at 


first fancied ho had entered tho dressing 
room of some living pictures 
Directly 


opposite the door eat a figure clothed 
only in a unit of woven underwear aud 
a pair of high heeled slipper:;. In a f01 
corner ant another figure clnd iu black 
tights. There were several other figures 
in wax standing about the room, but the 
long lashea never quivered over thi 
bright eyes, nor did tho smiling lips re 
lax, nor the pink iltmn on the chceto 
deepen at the coming of a stranger in 
their midst 


The proprietor gave on interesting ac- 


count of how a wax figure is born into 
the world, be it an Indian warrior or » 
society belle wearing a riding habit and 
seated ou a horse's back Be has nuidi 
over 300 wax models in eight years. H 
•ays that a beautiful arm ia about the 
moat difficult thing to find in a model 
There was a dimpled wax one, with a 
tiny, flowerlike hand, fastened to one ol 
tho Indies in tights. It was not molded 
from tho cast of a professional model's 
arm, but from that of a girl who worked 
tip stairs. When she found she had an 
arm that could earn more money from 
being beautiful than it could by its skill 
in work, sho went away to become a 
professional model as to arms. But tlni- 
artist in wax has sii models of tho per 
feet arm, so it isn't likely thut hit 
waxen women will ever be "Venus do 
Milos." 


In making a wax figm o tlie paso oJ 


tho living model is first arranged. Then 
a cluy model ia inado from tho living 
one. Over the clay model is formed the 
piaster cast When this is hard, the 
mi'lled wax, which has previously been 
colored tlio desired flesh tint, is poured 
m and left to harden to a ccrtaiu thick- 
ness. Then the superfluous wax, which 
has not yet rooled, is poured out, and 
tho proper thickness is given tu tiie plas- 
ter c.u>t shaped, liko tho living model 


Tho hair is put on 0110 hair at a time, 


aud with duo regard to the way it should 
grow. This work is done by five young 
women. Tho delicfttc work o! molting 
the wax ont of the eye sooketa and from 
between the lips, tinting the lips and 
cheeks and fastening in tlie eyes and 
teeth is left for the artist. Tho eyes used 
are much like those in a wax doll, but 
tho teeth are as natural us the dentist'^ 
Ilkill can make them. 


Wlieu a figure is ordered to advertise 


a eorset, the model must lace herself in 
cue of tho eoraers 10 be advertised as 
tightly as women picture d in a f iinhiou 
paper. It is therefore necejiiary that the 
model shall be built on different linos 
from those who nsnally pose far paint 
crs. Tho pr>ee of a life size flgnre is from 
$100 to $200. Fora bust the pricu u 
(40. Repairs cost (0 or $7 a, year, for, 
unlike real flesh and blood beauties who 
thrive on udjniration, thefco big was 
dolls become worn and faded from bo;iij; 
exhibited. At such times they are sent 
back to the artist in a box to be fresh- 
ened np. 


One of these great boxes stood in the 


corner vt tho workroom tho other day 
Inside was a beautiful figure m fencing 
postume. Her bead was tluwvn back, 
ber arched foot was thrown fonvani 
and her lovely arms hold in proper po*i 
tion for a bout witli the foila. The art- 
ist will mend tho broken finger, fix the 
hair, touch tip tlio flesh tints, arniuge 
the ooetume and give the figure a lifu- 
llkt poise. Then sho will bo pnt in tlie 
Box and sent to her owner, with a uill 
;1»or«6. 


If you ask the artist whore ho found 


Jjhs model for his cherubs, ho will only 
jKuile and say, "I never give tho names 
of ray models," but it would IMS a fair 
Donets to conclude that his fiivudle model 
^for that bit of dimpled work is his own 
chili—New York World.

the islands. Informers are everywhere 
—people do not dare to speak in their 
own houses. There if everywhere a feel- 
ing of uncertainty, doubt and impending 
danger of ruin. 
Tbo*e who favored an- 


nexation hare made np their ininda that 
it to impossible. The missionaries, as 
we call inoet of the political party in 
power, have claimed to be in favor of 
annexation, but have never been really. 
The annexationieta mistrust them now 
"As to the future. Well, annexation 


ia an impossibility, and all are about 
agreed on that. Thurston has gone 
back, and it is publicly said that he is 
going to propose the restoration of the 
monarchy, with Kaiulani on the throne. 
A republic seems an impossibility, since 
a large part of the population are in- 
capable of governing themselves. As 
long as this so-called republic can pay 
armed men. to keep down rebellion it 
will last, and no longer. What they are 
talking of now and want first is some 
sort of protectorate of the United State*. 
They «re afraid of Japan and they want 
tome protection against any other for- 
eign interference. 


"Then of course what i« next wanted 


is a monarchy. The natives are not all 
discouraged by the failure of the last 
movement. They would gladly make 
another attempt. I am not a roya'ibt in 
principle, but under all the considera- 
tions existing down tiere, I think it IB 
the only tbinp. A monarchy would 
unite all the natives and be respected by 
ull foreign powcra."
